LONDON, Nov. 27.—The Russian 
army on the northern front has had 
no bread for several days, according 
to reports received in Petrograd and 
transmitted here, and only two or 
three days’ supply of army biscuit 
is on hand. The army delegates are 
reported to have recommended the 
withdrawal of the troops in order to 
prevent a general flight, with its con- 
sequent excesses. Instead of a hun- 
dred cars of food arrving daily at 
the Dvinsk front, only twenty have 
been received. 

Large numbers of troops being 
moved to different places have been 
stopped by the removal of sections 
of railroad track to prevent their 
reaching Petrograd. They were stop- 
ped at towns where food could not 
be obtained.

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NO NEW PARTIES NEEDED 


To our way of thinking, the so-called 
Non-Partisan League that is now trying to 
gain a foothold in this country should be 
sat down upon in its incipieney. 

From the beginning of the history of our 
government we have been afflicted with 
-the third or non-representative party, 
whose only aim is to create chaos in the 
ranks of the voter. The promoters of 
these parties are of those who have lost 
the confidence of their fellow party mem. 
bers who no longer trust them with any 
portion of party power. This Non-Parti- 
san League, that its leaders are trying to 


foree upon the voters, has the abiding « 


backing of such men as Senators LaFol- 
lette and Gronna, -whose record as sena- 


‘tors-for the past eight months has been 


regretted by most Americans because of 
their negative vote on every proposition 
pertaining to the welfare of the country. 

We are at war with the most barbarous 
nation known in history, and these two 
men who have aided the enemy by their 
negative vote in the national halls of con- 
gress, are now asking the people to sup- 
port this new organization. 

From the foundation of the government, 
our country has continued to grow and ex- 
tend its powers under the skillful hand of 
democracy and republicanism, and from 
experience the people have learned to trust 
their power and fidelity for the country’s 
good, but now we are about to have intro- 
duced a party whose leaders’ aim to tear 
down and destroy, and the voter at the

The farmers of California 
are doing their very best right now to 
bring about importation of a vast cooley 
and Chinese labor element that they can 
hire for little:or nothing, and white labor 
everywhere will buck that to a standstill, 
as it ought. Labor wants high prices for 
its manufactured products and cheap farm 
produce, while the farmer wants just the 
reverse, and they cannot amaalgamate any 
more than cats and dogs. 

Neither of the old pirates are all they 
should be, as far as that is concerned, but 
the reform should come from within, and 
not by an attempt to fuse all disgruntled 
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elements, which has always proven a fail- 
ure and always will. 

We have had Greenback parties, Silver 
Republican parties, Populist parties and 
Progressive parties, and they are all in the 
political junk heap right now, and to cre- 
ate another new one out of those old scraps 
can mean nothing more than another fail- 
ure. 

Bring about the reforms through the 
party organizations we already have. That 
is what is needed, and all that is needed at 
this time.
